VICTORIA COLLEGE. 


On Tuesday evenin 
ing was held in the Wesleyan Meth’t Church 
of this Town, for the purpose of placing be- 


the 24th inst., a meet 


fore the public the necessities and claims of 
Victoria College, The audience was largo 
and respectable, and seemed te evince a deep 
interest in the subject under discussion,— 
Dr. 
Canniff was appointed Secretary; and Ad- 
dresses were delivered by the Rey, Messrs. 
Carroll, Gardiner, Nelles, Pollard, John- 
son, (Principal M. E, Seminary,) and J. 
Ryerson. Where all the speeches were good 
it might be invidious to particularize, further 
than to observe that those of Messrs. Nelles, 
Johnson, and Ryerson, were especially happy 
and interesting. 
Some of the principles brought out and en- 
larged upon by nearly all of the speakers, de- 
serve more than the passing notice which our 
limits necessarily impose. The necessity of a 
moral and religious training, such as that be- 
stowed by our denominational Colleges, was 
carnestly and eloquently advocated by the 
Principal of the College in question, In do- 
ing this, however, he drew a broad distinc- 
tion between the Comnion Schools of our 
country, and the higher Institutions of Edu- 
cation, In the former, it was urged that the 
children were under the immediate control, 
guardianship, and direction of the parents, 
whos: instruction at home, together with the 
ious training conferred by Pastors and 
bbath Schools, supplied a deficiency which, 
from the mixed character of our population, 
exists as an inevitable necessity in our n 
tional system of common school education. 
In Seminaries, Colleges, and Universities, the 
case was widely different, The pupils were 
placed at a distance from parental influences, 
ata period of life and under circumstances 
the most critical for their moral and religious 
character and development, It was at that 
period when vicious principles and bad mor- 
als would insidiously take the deepest root, 
and thrive the most luxariantly; it was then 
that the habits of mind and body would be 
formed,—the principles which govern our 
moral and religious nature would become 
grounded and established. On this account 
it was of paramount importance that parents 
should see their children placed under the 
fostering care of those whose moral and reli- 
gious character would be a guarantee that 
these highest interests of our nature would 
not in their casos be neglected, but scrupu- 
lously guarded and devoutly cherished. 
Taking this view of the case, Denomina- 
tional Colleges become a pvecessity, inasmuch 
as there is apparently no other means where- 
by a moral and religious training can be offec- 
tually secured to the youth of this or any 
other country, Tt cannot be secured by Cor- 
porations of individuals holding diverse opin- 
jong, or engaged in the secular concerns of 
life. A thousand difficulties and embarrass- 
ments would beset these that would not dis- 
turb a religious denomination, or those under 
their immediate control or direction, It is 
needless to enumerate these advantages and 
disadvantages here,—they must be obvious 
upon & moment's consideration.

little on the subject, it does grontly differ 
from that which is practised among us— 
The following principles of Masonic law, 
universally admitted here, are, probably, 
recognised by our Canadian Brethren :— 

1, No second Grand Lodge can be 
|formed in the territory of another Grand 
Lodge. 

2. No Lodges are regular save those 
working under regulae warrants. 

3, No person can legally instal ve Grand 
| Master elect, save one who holds or has held 
a similar office. 

Each of these rules was violated in the 
organizationjof the “Ancient”Grand Lodge of 
Canada, There was already a Grand Lodge 
so acknowledged by the Grand Lodge of 
| Ireland and ten Grand Lodges of the Uni- 
ted States, a Grand Lodye prudently es- 
tablished, systematically conducted, and an- 
swering all the indications of a supreme 
governing body of symbolic Masonry. The

Lodge of Canada had surrendered up their

Since writing the above we have seen a 
hand bill which professes to publish the 
whole correspondence on this subject.

Curious Case of Alleged Murder, 


New Hayes, Dee. 18, 1 7 

Tt will be remembered that Jast wintera 
boy named Charles B. Sage, about nine- 
teen years ‘of age, was missing from his 
home in Cromwell, near Middleton, in this 
Stato, md that an Irishman named Patrick 
Nugent was arrested on a charge of mur- 
doring the lad, and putting his body under 
the ice in the Connecticut rivers In-n few 
mouths afterwards a body Was ‘fornd in the 
river witliout a head. ‘he body was bo- 
lioved to bo that ofthe ‘missing boy, from 


several trarks upon it, as well as from a 
portion of the clothing, Soon afterwards 
the liring of an overcoat was found answer- 
ing to the description of that worn by the 
missing person. Some months elapsed, 
When a sailor, named Bonson, came to 
Cromwell and direetly charged Nugent, the 
Hishman, with tho murd Te said he 
saw the deed done, and assisted Nogent in 
patting the corpse under a baymow. Ho 
described accurately ‘tlie lad’s Appearance— 
his dress, the colour of his hair, éc.—and 
declared that he had ‘ot had any peaco of 
‘mind sincd the murder, and that he had 
come to Cromwell expressly to divulge all 
he knew about it. ‘I'he scctsdd denied it 
but trembled from head to foot. H 
A grand Jury found a true bill against 
Nugent, whose time of trial was fixed for 
the present month, ‘Thus matters have 
rested until within a few weeks, when the 
cousin ‘of the missing boy, living in Ithaca, 
New York, Wécived an anonymous letter 
from the interior of Pennsylvan’é, which he 
showed to his father, a Mr. Williams. The 
letter was answered, when another was ro- 
ceived from Pennsylvania, signed Wm, 
Russoll, which Mr, Williams himself ans- 
wered, He at the samo time addressed the 
Postmaster, requesting him to watch for 
the person who called for tho lotter, and 
describe him. ‘The Pos ter did so, 
when Mr. Williams immediately left Ttha« 
ca for Pennsylvania, found Russell, whom 
he discovered to be his nephew, Charles 2. 
Sage, tho identical missing boy, A special 
court is held at Haddam to-day, whon Nu 
gent willbe liberated. ‘The case is involv= 
ed in deep mystery beyond what has been 
related. No ono can éssign any reason for 
the perjury of tho sailor who swore that he 
saw tho murder committed, and there is no 
information to lead to the identity of the 
body that was found and buried a8 that of 
the boy Sage, ‘I’ho annals of crimo do not 
afford o more eXtrnordinary caso than this,

INFORMATION FOR THK ProPLy.—We think 
it proper to publish, for the information of the 
public, the following short abstract of the 2 
nal enactments of the existing Election Law: 

“Dy sect. 60, the Returning Officor and Do- 
puty Returning Officers are invested with am- 
ple powers for the preservation of peace and 
good order at the polls, and may call on any} 
porson prosent to aid and assist them in so do 
ing, by arresting or committing to prison por- 
sons guilty of any breach of the peace,—and all 
persons 80 called on are bound to obey under 

nalty of £5 for refusal. | 

“ By sect. 62, the Returning Officers aro ro- 
quired to demand and receive from any per-! 
son whomsoever, ‘any offensive weapons, as 
firearms, swords, staves, bludgeons, or tho 
like, and any person refusing to deliver up 
such weapons, subjects himsolt to fine or im-! 
prisonment, or both.” 

By 53, any person convicted of battery 
within two miles of any polling place—"shall 
he deemed guilty of an agirravated assault, and 
punished accordingly.’
